NEW NICARAGUA CANAL BILL- 


It Contains Some Impertant Additions. 
ee ‘6 29 Zr : 

Wiashington, December .21.~The; Nica- 
rauga. caoal bil as reported. from 
committee to the last congress, included a 
proposition to guarantee the bonds of the 
-ecofapany to the extent of $100,000 000 to 
‘aid in. the construction of the canal. The 
new bill, iowever, contains some additions 
which materially increase the ‘obligations 
of the company, as well as the security 
the government. For instance, in . the 
second ‘section the real and. personal prop- 
erty and franchises of the company. are 
included in.the liabilities: In the third sec- 
tion it is. provided that all of the stock 
heretofore subscribed for or jssued shall be 
called: in and eancelléd; that all bonds is- 
sued shall be redeemed and cancelled and 
that .all outstanding obligations. shall be 
satisfied before the act takes effect. The 
dates are changed so as to make the bonds 
issue Januery 1, 1893, and to make them 
mature in 1953 instead of 1911, as is pro- 
posed in the original, and the are also made 
redeemable at the pleasure of the United 
States after 1915. 

The section requimog the company to ex- 
ecnte a mortgage to the Uni States as 
security, is amended, by the additign 
of a clause requiring the mortgage to cob- 
tain a provision for a sinking fund for the 
payment of the bonds at maturity. An 
addition to section six of the old bill pro- 
vides that if the company default in pay- 
ment of interest or in any other. respect 
before the canal is put ¥ operation the 
right of foreclosure shall at once attach 
in favor of the United States. ‘The section 
authorizing the secretary of the treasury 
to deliver to the company bonds equal to 
the expenditure prior to January 1803, is 
amended by requiring the compatty to first 
satisfy all liabilities and to accemt the pro- 
visions of the act by resolution of the stock- 
holders. The section is further amend 
so as to make the bonds bear interest from 


expenditures that which may be taken into 
account of consideration, paid oF agreed 
be paid, to the Nicaraugn Construction 
Company, or other parties for expenditures 
by them, and for concessions to Niearan 
and Costa Rica, and the total amount, prin- 
cipal and‘ interest of bonds that may be

pany of one million interest bearing bonds, 
the proceeds of which are to be used as 
working Capital and applied exchusively to 
the construction of the canal, to be accownt- 
ed for in the settlement and 
deducted from the total issue of’thé bonds. 
_ Perhaps the most important changes in 
the bill are those made in the ninth séc- 
tion relative to the issue of stock. In the

and Costa Rica according to consessions,

WILL EXHUME THE BODIES 


Of Men Who Died at Homestead Under §us- 
picious Circumstances. 

Pittsburg, December 21.—The Homestead 
poisoning cases are being considered today 
by the grand jury. Edward O. Christy, 
of the Carnegie steel company, said today: 

“So far as we have been able to learn the 
number of persons who died from the effects 
of poison number thirty-two, but many oth- 
er workmen, some of whom will appear at 
the trial, are dying on their feet. Since we 
began this investigation we have been start- 
led by the number of letters we have re- 
ceived from every part of the country, 
written by non-union workmen who became 
sick of the prevailing complaint at Home- 
stead and went to their homes. Many are 
yet sick and all are confident they were pois- 
oned. There were altogether 4,000 men em- 
ployed by the Carnegie steel company, dur- 
ing the strike, and of these dver .,U00 be- 
came sick. Some died, and many were for 
weeks on the edge of the grave. Coroner 
MeDowel proposes to carry his investiga- 
tion of the Homestead poisoning beyond 
He intends to exhume the bod- 
ies of all men who worked in the mills and 
who have since died under circumstances to 
which the slightest suspiciou is attached. 
In each case the stomach will be subjected 
to a chemical test to discover the presence 
of poison if any.

ROYALISTS BUSY AT THEIR WORK 


The. Duke of Orleans May Try to Effect

Paris, December 21.—The excitement over 
the Panama scandal is today greater than 
ever and there are the wildest reports of 
more anarchist plots and coming arrests. 
It is asserted that Herse has been in com- 
munication in London with agents of the 
Count of Paris, and that the exposure of 
the checks is directly attributed to royal- 
ist influence. : 

Another rumor is that officials and depu- 
ties, as well as civilians connected. with the 
Panama scandal have had it intimated. to 
them that their salvation lies in the espous- 
al of the royalist schemes, and that all their 
offences will be condoned if they will con- 
sent to betray the republic. 

Some confidence is placed by well inform- 
ed people in both of these rumors and it is 
apparent that royalist agents have assumed 
an activity they had not fr pe years. 

ere is also evidence t royalist money 
i aslo circulating. Should affairs take 
a turn favorable to a “coup d’etat” in be- 
half of royaty it is probable, according to 
current report, that the young Duke of 
Orleans would be selected to lead the attack. 
The duke is more popular. than any other 
member of his family and his offer to serve 
in the army as 2 conscript when he became 


of age, made.a widely favorable impression. - 


A great difficulty in the way of the royalist 
coup is that there are no signs of disloyalty 
in the army. De Freycinet, minister of 
war, is untouched by the scandals that have 
besmirched his colleagues.

KILLING OF “*SOVERNOR” HUNTER. 


The Difficulty Between Him and His Land. 
lord—W hat a Witness to the 
Fight Says. 


Athens, Ga., December 21.—(Special.)— 
Centre, a small place just six miles above 
here, was the scene of a killing Tuesday 
evening about 5 o’clock. 

H. C. Hunter, known familiarly around 
here as “Governor” Hunter, lost his life 


at the hands of Thomas Farmer, a young | 


white man, about thirty-five years old. 

Hunter was a tenant of Farmer's and 
svhen ordered: by his landlord to vacate, 
refused absolutely, whereupon Tarmer 
served him with a notice that possession 
was wanted. This seems to haye enraged 
Hunter and he told Farmer to “go to 
b—1.”’ 

Farmer returned home, but soon came 
back and began a quarrel with Hunter; 
from this things warmed up until 
they terminated with the fight and killing 
of one and the severe wounding of the 
other. 

The affair from that juncture is best 
told by Mr. Will Cooper, a gentleman who 
saw the shooting. He says: “I was at 
work on a little house near the road, but 
out of view because of a clump of woods. 
Several other men were at work also 
there. Mr. Hunter's little boy-came run- 
ning up to where we were at work and 
asked us to come down to the road as 
his father and Mr. Farmer were fighting. 
We started and before we reached the 
road a pistol shot was beard 

“We ran to the road and as we came 
in sight, 1 saw ‘Governor Hunter run- 
ning down the road with his hands over 
his head, crying out, ‘Don't shoot me— 
don’t shoot me.’ — 

“Farmer was in hot pursuit behind him 
and fired as rapidly as be could three 
shots. Hunter ran behind a tree and 
said, ‘Don’t let him shoot me, he has 
already killed me.’ Farmer pushed his 
pistol in his face and would have put a 
bullet through his brain, but for the in- 
terference of Mr. English who rushed upon 
him and knocked the pistol] aside.” 

Farmer was arrested and carried to 
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Faunie Bevins attempted suicide today 
by the morphine reute. She swallowed a 
teaspoonful of the drug. Before the sleep 
from which there is no waking had’ fasten- 
ed upon herit was discovered. A physician 
was summoned and by hard work her life 
was saved. The woman refuses to make 
any statement.

Rome, Ga., December 21.—(Special.)— 
Floyd county has already attained spme 
fame for the excellence of its roads which 
radiate in splendid McAdam from this 
city. , 

During the next year the improvement will 
be more marked than ever, and by the end 
of '93 the county roads will be superior 
to any in this part of the country. 

This work is to be the result of a new sys- 
tem of working roads, which has been made 
a law in Georgia, to be put in operation in 
each county when so decided by that 
county. 

So far this has only been adopted by 
Floyd. The grand jury last March recom- 
mended its adoption, and the board of 
county commissioners decided that it should 
go into effect on the first of January. 

The main difference between the new and 
the old system is that by the new an ad 
valorum tax is to be collected not to exceed 
A general su- 
perintendent is*also to be selected, who is 
to have entire charge of the entire work. 

From ‘the county inhabitants between 
sixteen and fifty a term of work not to ex- 
ceed ten days per annum is required, which 
may be averted by paying fifty cents for 
each day’s work required. 

This new system will not only enable the 
county to use all the convicts of their coun- 
ty in road work, but will furnish enough 
money to employ many more. 

Congressman-elect Maddox, who was 
judge of the superior court at the time of 
the adoption of the law, states that it is a 
splendid system and the roads of Floyd will 
quickly show a great improvement.

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The Superstition About Gold. 

It is both interesting and cntertaining 
to read the comments of the metropolitan 
newspapers on the outflow .f gold that 
has been going on during the past fort- 
night. Each wrjfer has his own particu- 
lar theory to anfrounce and advocate, but 
all of them seem to agree that the out- 
ward movemert of gold is the result of 
some mysterious and occult influence that 
has no connection with other movements, 
and no bearing on other articles and com- 
modities that are sent out of the country. 

The scientific investigators talk learn- 
edly of the superstitions of primitive or 
ignorant people, but here, right at the 
center of enlightenment, among people of 
culture and refinement, we find the mani- 
festations of a superstition as blind and 
as strange as any that has ever seized the 
human mind. We cannot state the super- 
stition in definite terms. It is elusive and 
indefinable, and yet its manifestations 
and operations are as significant as those 
of any superstition that has left its im- 
press on the minds of the ignorant. 

The outward or inward movements of 
all commodities except gold are easily ex- 
plainable, but the superstition that circles 
around goki refuses to accept all rational 
explanations in regard to the movement 
of the yellow metal. They see in its 
movements something peculiarly awful 
and singular—something irresistible and 
supernatural. They refuse to believe that 
pecuniary gain has anything to do with it. 
They believe that gold is above and be 
yond the reach of ordinary business 
transactions, and that its movements are 
the result of some occult force and that 
its manipulations are not to be viewed 
without alarm. 

We do not say that this superstition 
with regard to gold is confined to New 
York. On the contrary it is to be found 
all over the country, among bankers and 
business men. No doubt some of our 
readers have fallen under its influence. 
We prefer to believe, however, that the 
great majority of them have witnessed 
its manifestations with wonder dnd re- 
gret. 

At present the workings of this singular 
superstition are to be found displayed in 
the hundred and one explanations that 
are given in the newspapers, striving 
to invest the outflow of gold ‘With some 
special significance, and all ecting to 
regard it as a portent of disaster. _Super- 
stition aside, the movement is a very 
simple one, and is in the nature of an 
every-day business transaction. The 
holders of any commodity will send it 
abroad because they are led to get 
something more than its équivalent—be- 
cause, in short, they are enabled to make 
& profit by the transaction, Gold that is 
hoarded is worth no more than the bag 

of marbles the schoolboy has hid in the 
closet. The truth of this was demonstrat. 
ed during the war by the man who buried 
F& coffee pot full of gold and could never 
' find it any more. 
As long as Hurope has that to sell which 
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will the exports of the yellow metal con- 


country has that to sell which Europe 
prefers to her gold, the yellow metal will 
begin to flow in. The whole matter is 
the result of individual transactions. As 
a matter of course, if the superstition 
with which this subject is invested is 


speedily create a panic over the export of 
gold, for the panicky feeling that some- 
times seizes men is as unaccountable and 
as foolish as the terror that takes hold 
of brutes. A panic over the export of 
gold would be as unreasonable as a stam- 
pede among a drove of intelligent horses; 
but such things kave happened and they 
will happen again. 

A New York editor who is under the 
influence of the gold superstition says 
that whenever it happens that the gov- 
ernment cannot liquidate its obligations 
with gold, a crash will come and the coun- 
try will be on a silver basis. This is 
nonsense pure and simple, for it can never 
happen any more than it has 
already happened. The government has 


which to redeem its obligations, but ff it 
ble to redeem its obligations if the hold- 


redemption. So far as this inability to 
pay in gold is concerned, the European 
governments are at one with the United 
States. If their notes should be presented 
for redemption the treasuries of all the 
gold single-standard governments would 
be bankrupt, for the whole truth of the 
matter is that no country is in a better 
financial condition today than this. It 
has held its own in spite of the fact that 
John Sterman and others entered into a 
conspiracy with the agents of foreign gov- 
ernments to commit the United States to 
‘a foreign, policy inimical to the best inter- 
ests of our people. 

The great question now is whether the 
United States can hold its own in the 
general scramble for gold which has be- 
gun, and which will be accelerated by 
every passing event. It could do this if 
all the people were afflicted with the 
superstition which has its site and center 
in the east, but even then the cost would 
be terrific. As there is not enough gold 
to go around, the scramble for it will con- 
tinue to increase its value until finally the 
conditions will become so exasperating 
to the wage-earners and to the unemploy- 
ed poor as to shake some of the already 
tottering crowns of Europe. In the Uni- 
ted States the protest against the gold 
fetish has already begun, and it will grow 
in strength until the people compel their 
representatives to repeal the law which 
demonetizes silver.

A Row Over a Book. 

There is a very interesting row in pro- 
gress over Percy Greg's “History of the 
United States,” a book recently re-issue 
by an enterprising publishing firm in Rich- 
mond. 

As the history is written in the main 
from a strong southern point of view, 
Professor Dabney, of the University of 
Virginia, has from time to time written 
favorable notices of it, and has recom- 
mended its use as a textbook. This call- 
ed forth a communication in The Rich- 
mond Dispatch signed ‘“Uplands,’ in 
which the charge was made that the vol- 
ume contains at least 229 errors of more 
or less importance, and that it does gross 
injustice to the Puritans and the North 
Carolinians. In reply Professor Dabney 
says of the statements made by “Up- 
lands” that “These assertions are so ut- 
terly and so stupidly false that one is 
almost tempted to believe that ‘Uplands’ 
is a yankee, who is writing under the 
thought that at last the south is set 
right before the world.” 

The fact is now made public that “Up- 
lands” is the Rev. R. R. Howison, whose 
history of the United States is competing 
with .Greg’s for a place in southern 
schools The Richmond Times says: 

We have, then, thesé three important state- 
ments: First, that the allegations of the let- 
ter are utterly false; second, that their author 
is the writer and promotor of a rival publica- 
tion, and third, that he is a minister of the 
gospel. These three statements taken to- 
gether constitutes one of the most astounding 
statements that has been made in recent times. 
Can all of them possibly be true? 

It is to be regretted that the controversy 
has taken an unpleasant turn, but if it 
has the effect of arousing public interest 
in the matter of securing a history of our 
country worthy to be placed in southern 
schovls some good will come out of it. 
But if a school history is wanted, why aot 
overhaul the one written by the late 
A:exander H. Stevens? With a few ad- 
ditional chapters and footnotes it would 
be just such a work as is needed.

“To the Victor Belongs the Spoils.” 

A correspondent requests us to look up 
the authorship of the sentiment “To the 
victor belongs the spoils.” 

In this country, among politicians, it is 
generally admitted that Senator Marcy, 
of New York, first formulated this polit- 
ical doctrine. WNiles’s Register in 1832 
had the following: 

Mr. Marcy, one of the United States senators 
from New York, in the course of the debate 
on the nomination of Mr. Van Buren, said: 
“It may be, sir, that the politicians of New 
York are not so fast.dious as some gentlemen 
are as to disclosing the principles on which 
they act. They boldly preach what they prac- 
tice. When they are contending for victory 
they avow their intention of enjoying the fruits 
of it. If they are deféated they expect to re- 
tire from office. If they are successful they 
claim, as a matter of right, the advantage of 
success, They see nothing wrong in the rule 
that to the victor belongs ‘the spoils of the 
enemy.”’ 

Henry Clay took the floor in reply and 
in the course of his remarks expressed 
his abhorrence of the sentiment, no mat- 
ter whether it was upheld by friend or 
foe. 

This is the story generally given in 
reply to the question asked by our corre- 
spondent, but as Senator Marcy’s words 
are full of human nature it is quite likely 
that they were spoken generations and 
even centuries before his day. It is un- 
reasonable to suppose that the victors in 
war and in politics continued to seize and 
distribute the spoils for ages without ever 
declarng that these prizes rightfully be- 
long to them. The New York senator 
merely expressed in one terse sentence an 
idea common to all men, from the dawn 
of history down to the present time. And 
it is a very good doctrine. e victors in 
war take the equipment of ‘the dcfeated 
army, and there ig no good reason why 
the victors in polis should act treat a 
defeated party in the same way. One 
thing is certain—the opposite policy 
would make a political victory what a 
certain statesman called “a d—d barren 
ideality.” 


The Trouble in France, 

It is now plainly apparent that the Pan- 
ama canal trouble in France is more a 
political matter than anything else. 

The politicians who are pushing the 
Panama investigation desire to make cap- 
ital out of it, and the government in 
order to get ahead of them has resorted 
to very extreme and sweeping measures, 


causing the wholesale arrest of the canal ' 


promoters and developers. The arrest of 
Charles de Lesseps was perhaps a rash 
step, and the serving of a summons on 
his brother was a blunder. The elder 
De Lesseps is nearly ninety years old. 
He is the world’s most famous civil engi- 
neer, and after a life of spotless purity 
and great deeds his feeble mental and 
physical condition should have spared him 
the annoyance and humiliation to which 
he has been subjected. When the officer 
came to serve the summons the old man 
was confined to his bed. He regretted his 
inability to place the Cross of Legion of 
Honor on his breast, and when this was 
done he rose to be dressed, but sank back 
on the bed and became delirious. 

This incident has somewhat changed 
public sentiment, and it is now said by 
many that the whole business is a politi- 
cal persecution. The government has 
made a mistake in ordering the arrest and 
solitary confinement of the directors with- 
out bail, in the absence of any law 
authorizing such: severity. The corrupt 
management of the canal enterprise un- 
doubtedly touches many prominent citi- 
zens of high social and official position, 
but De Lesseps and his son are not neces- 
sarily involved. The situation will be ap- 
preciated when we consider the fact that 
President Carnot telegraphed the czar 
that he would remain at his post under 
all circumstances to save France from in- 
ternal disturbance.

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Of Counterfeit Specie, Found in Ma- 
rion Barnett’s Room, 


TOGETHER WITH COUNTERFEIT MOLDS 


Plaster of Paris, Money Metal,and Other 
Paraphernalia for Making Spu- 
rious Coin. 


M. Barnett, for years one of the best 
known business men in the city, and a 
former business associate of Mr. James A. 
Watson, part owner of the Sweetwater 
Park hotel, and J. W. Eubanks, a clerk 
in Mr. Watson’s dry goods store, occupied 
quarters in the police station last night, 
and will take their breakfast there his morn- 


Charges of passing counerfeit money 
were made against them, and under those 
charges they will be held to answer to the 
United States court. Spurious money to 
the amount of two dollars wrs found in 
Eubank’s possession. He claimed that it 
was given him by Barnett, and upon his 
statement the latter was arrested. 

Both men are widely known in the city, 
and the annuoncement of their arrest will 
be received with surprise by their acquaint- 
ances. Barnett has been in the dry goods 
business in Atlanta for a nimber of years. 
He was connected with Mr. James A. 
Watson, being half owner of his dry goods 
store on Mitchell street. He remained 
with him for several years managing his 
business very successfully until four months 
ago, when his interest in the business | was 
purchased by Mr. Watson. Since his re- 
tirement from the firm he has not been ac- 
tively engaged in business. Eubanks has 
been a clerk in the store for a number of 
years, and was a friend of Barnett’s. 

Yesterday afternoon Eubanks went to 
Thanhouser’s store on Whitehall street and 
made some Christmas purchases. His pur- 
chases amounted to $1.85, for which he paid 
in coun. As soon as ‘the clerk who had 
waited on Eubanks received the money he 
detected that it was counterfeit, and told 
Eubanks of it. Eubanks declared that he 
diA not know it, and paid for his purchase 
in good money. Afterwards he went to a 
grocery store and bought a dozen eggs, and 
the grocer was not long in discovering that 
the money he had received from Eubanks 
was a clever counterfeit. 

The matter was at once reported to Offi- 
Patterson who arrested Eubanks and 
brought him to the police station. 

He was there questioned by Chief Con- 
nolly and said that the money was given 
him by Mr. Barnett in payment of a debt 
and that he was not aware that it was bogus 
when he passed it. Upon his statement de- 
tectives were sent to look for Barnett, and 
arrest him. He was found without trouble 
and brought to the police station. 

Chief Connolly sent for Inspector For- 
syth, who reached the police station just as 
Detective Crim and Captain Thompson ar- 
rived with Barnett. Barnett was search- 
ed and some papers about counterfeiting 
were found. He was locked up, 

Detective Crim and Inspector Forsrah 
then went to Barnett’s room at 18 1-2 
West Mitchell street. There remarka- 
ble discoveries were made. The room was 
the one he has occupied for years and is 
over Watson’s store. 

Without any search they found more 
than a peck o* coins, a bushel of plaster 
of paris, molds for making. counterfeit: 
money and all the paraphanalia of coun- 
terfeiting. The coins were dollars, half 
dollars and nickels. It had evidently just 
been made. 

Some of the coins were so freshly made. 
that they had not been cut apart. It was 
an extensive establishment, capable of turn- 
ing out a large quantity of money in a 
day. 

No pains had been taken to conceal the 
outfit or money, as they were kept in a 
large box which was not even fastened. 

The big pile of coins and counterfeiting 
outfit were taken in charge by Inspector 
Forsyth, who will use them as evidence. 

After his arrest Barnett was seen in 
his cell. He seemed surprised when told 
of what the detectives had found. 

“‘What?’’ said he, “money in my reom? 
I guess there is a mistake somewhere. I 
don’t know anything about it.’ 

He gazed at the floor for a moment and 
then said: 

“If there was any counterfeit money in 
my room it belonged to Williams. Wil- 
liams is a fellow from Birmingham, and he 
had some tricks up there. 1 don’t know 
what it was. I told ‘him he had to leave 
there. 

“No, sir, I am not niixed up in any coun- 
terfeiting scheme. The way this whole 
business came up was this: contractor 
on Marietta street owed me some money, 
and I went over and collected it this morn- 
ing. As I came back I met Hubanks in the 
Kimball house, and he asked me to lend 
him two dollars as he wanted to buy some 
Christmas presents. I let him have three 
dollars. It was the same money I got from 
the contractor.

Great Improvements Contemplated for 
Next Year. 


S| THEY WILL COST OVER $25,000 


Which Is the Increase Over Last Year's 
Appropriation Asked tor—Sub-BSta- 
tions and Thirty New Patrolmen. 


- Chief of Police Connolly wants $140,- 
673.74 to run the police department next 
year, as against $123,763.15 used this year 
in meeting the department’s expenses. 

This increase is asked to make some im- 
provements in the force. It is the inten- 
tion of the board of police commissioners to 


; ' increase the force sufficiently to meet the 


demands of the increased growth of the 
city, to add two police sub-stations, and to 
make other improvements, all of which are 
anticipated in the estimate of next year’s 
expenses as fixed at $140,673.74. 

The improvements contemplated are such 
as are very necessary to keeping the depart- 
ment up to the present eflicient standard, 
and were created by the rapid growth of 
the city. ‘The sum asked for contemplates 
the addition of thirty men to the present 
patrol force. which addition. will, of itself, 
increase the department’s annual expenses 
$21,000. ‘Twenty! men have been added al- 
ready, and it has become plain to every 
one who has noticed it that a still greater 
addition to the number of patrolmen is need- 
ed. The police board hopes to continue in 


election occurs,the twenty meen already add- 
ed, and put on ten others beside, They say, 
and Chief Connelly coincides in the opin- 
ion, that notuing less will give Atlanta the 
police force requisite to keep the entire city 
under surveillance. The most tmmportant ad- 
asked for is the increased 
appropriation, Which amount to an Inno- 
vation, are the two new  — sub-stations. 
Sinee Atlanta was Marthasville one cen- 
tral police station has sufficed to accommo- 
date her prisoners, and no matter in what 
part of the city a prisoner was caught he 
was hauled to the central station and lock- 
ed up’ The police board and Chief Connol- 
ly recognize the inadequacy of the present 
arrangement, and rise to meet the emer- 
gency by asking for money to erect two 
sub-stations on either side of the city so 
as to obviate the inconvenience of the 
present arrangement of carrying prisoners 
for miles through the streets in the open 
pai..ol wagon. 

One of these sub-siations they recom- 
mend be built on the lot in the rear of No. 
5 engine house on Peters street at the 
eorner of Fair. ‘The lot is vacant and is 
#2 most admirable location for such a sta- 
tion. The station would face on Garnett 
street. The other they suggest be built in 
the rear of No. 3 engine house on Marietta 
street. Thisy too, is an excellent location, 
and is just far enough out to meet every 
requirement. This demand for sub-police 
stations is one of the most striking evi- 
dences of the growth of the city. No other 
material changes are ‘contemplated. One 
item in the appropriation is for furniture 
for the new police headquarters, which is 
to be elegantly furnished. It will also be 
noticed that the very large item for police 
uniforms is not included in the amount 
asked for. If this were to be added it 
would swell the amount $8,000. This ex- 
penditure was not provided for, as it was 


‘thought that it will be discontinued after 


this year. It has proven unsatisfactory 
all around. The patrolmen do not like it 
and say they had rather have their full 
pay and buy their own clothes. The esti- 
mated expenditures for next year is made 
out by Chief Connolly as follows: 

Salary chief of police, $2,000; assistant 
chief, $1,200; three captains at $1,200 each; 
six sergeants at $2.50 a day each; three 
station house keepers at $2.5 per 
day each; six detectives at $2.50 per day: 
132 patrolmen at $2 per day: two. ceme- 
tery guards at $50 per month: one chief 
operator at $75 per mouth; two assistants 
at $40 per month; one clerk, $60 per month; 
janitors, one at $35, one at S30 per month; 
three hostlers and stable men, $30 per 
month each; rent of telephone and signal 
system, $950; feeding horses, $2,840: feed- 
ing prisoners $1,600; purchasing horses, 
$500; books, stationery and printing, $650; 
incidental expenses chief of police, $950; 
station house supplies, $650: horse shoeing 
and veterinary attention, $450; gas bills, 

); police equipments, arms, etc., $300; 
fuel for station house, $500; medical atten- 
tion to officers injured in discharge of duty, 
$150; blankets for prisoners, $150: insur- 
ance on new station house, $750; matches 
for patrolmen, $80; office furniture for new 
house, $1,500; police clubs, $50; photo- 
graphing criminals, $50; hose for station 
honse and stable, $150; repairing 
guns and pistols, $75; repairing wagons 
and harness, $300; repairing signal system 
and supplies, $600; removing signal system 
and wire to new building, $500; ten addi- 
tional signal boxes at $150 each: one new 
covered wagon for day use, $400; one new 
open wagon for night use, $300: rent of 
station house for January and February, 
1895. $341.24; incidental expenses not 
anticipated, $1.200. This makes a grand 
total of $140,673.74. 

Chief Connolly believes that everything 
asked for by his department should be given 
by the council. He has watched the grow- 
ing needs of the department and has asked 
for nothing that he thinks is not needed. He 
and the members of the police board? will 
urge the council to make the appropriation 
just as large as they have suggested in the 
communication that the council will be 
asked to consider. 

It is known to the general public that 
the increase in the numerical strength is an 
almost imperative necessity.
